Theif uramul height aontcted Che iCteadoti of the crowd which begu good- 
natured banter, telling the boyt that they ougha to join the chous. When the parade came 
alomj, v'feldlng to the urging of the crowd, the three brothen stepped out Into the (treet jiot 
ahead of the parade, and marched three-ahreast thui all the way to the thow groundi. They 
attracted u mueli attcodoD aa did the alephadfla, and were greeted with thundetoui ai^lauie 
enrouts,. At the show ^ouitd the rnanager came to them and persuaded them to join the 
circus. He dressed them In costumci which enbd:nced their height, e. 9 . with high boots, 
tail hats, and one was dressed as *^ticle Sam " . They travelled with the dreus in this 
countT)’, Europe, and even co Aut&alia.
